Introduction 

| think | must be either very stupid or very brave, because | am 
not afraid to stand up and be counted and state, unequivocably, 
that | like Blake, and | cannot understand why so many ‘Blake's 
T fans seem to have it in for him. In ‘Blake's 7 all the characters 
are human: no-one is totally good or bad. Each has strong and 
weak points and redeeming qualities. | would like to point out 
Blake's good features and redress the balance a little. 


Gareth Thomas 

| freely admit that one of the reasons | became interested in 
‘Blake's 7 was | fell for Gareth Thomas in a big way when | first 
saw him in 'The Way Back,’ way back in 1979. | immediately 

fell in love with his beautiful, warm, rich, mellifluous voice. | must 
confess to an inherent weakness for Welsh accents. 


| think Gareth is also very good looking. | like men with large, 
capable hands and a chuckle as delicious as his. He is large and 
protective and cuddly, like a big teddy bear. And | just love his 
curly hair. Some fans have had a niggle about his weight. Gareth 
may have a naturally big build, but he is an excellent actor. 


Blake the Idealist 

Terry Nation said he felt it was important for people to fight for 

what they believe in despite the odds, ana what else is an idealist 
but that? Blake appears to have taken on a hopless task, and the 
struggle could take many years, but the Federation cannot last 
forever. We need idealists to spur us out of our apathy. None of 

our present day freedoms would have been won without such people 
as leaders to share their drive and vision. Even Vila can acknow- 
ledge this; in 'Spacefall’ he tells Blake, "We'll never get this lot 
moving without you here." 


| intend to deal with the subject of Star One in the next article, 

but briefly, | totally reject the idea that Blake is a terrorist. His 
targets are military installations. He has no wish to hurt the people 
he is fighting for needlessly. True, | think he is fighting the Feder- 
ation partly out of personal revenge for its treatment of him and his 
family and friends, nevertheless he must have started as a young 
idealist, spurred on by altruism, standing up for what he believed 
all people should have as basic rights. 


Blake the Hero 

Heroes are the stuff of legend and Blake's 7 are a legend in their 
own time in their universe. To the ‘people,’ Blake is a media cele- 
brity and hero, and rumours of his exploits have created a sympa- 
thetic backwash that is a cause for concern to the high Council of 
the Federation. Blake himself however, does not relish the thought 
of being placed on a pedestal; in ‘Deliverance’ he says, "And | don't 
like the responsibility either.” He is not fighting the Federation for 
personal glory or power, but because he has to, it is in his nature 
to be a fighter. No matter how many times he is knocked down, 

he always gets right back up again. He is not the type to merely 

sit back and complain; he does something concrete about his 
grievances.

He is kind, considerate, honest, charming, has a sense of humor 
and would probably love dogs and children (NOT in that way, we

all know that was a Federation frame-up and doesn't it demon- 
Strate just how dangerous Blake was to them by its attempt to 
discredit him in such a despicable manner). And yes, Blake is 
impetuous, impatient, too trusting and generous to a fault, and 
nothing will prevent him helping someone when he had made 

up his mind. This is his nature. 


Blake's stability has been questioned because of his 'reprogram- 
ming’ by the Federation, but | think that by all accounts. the 
stress of seeing another massacre and his subsequent trial 
broke down his reconditioning. 


Blake has also been called dense, a dullard and other similar 
epithets. In my opinion, he is very intelligent and certainly very 
quick on the uptake. In ‘Breakdown’ he suggests flying through 
the vortex. In ‘Killer he expostulates a wild theory which is 
later proven to ve correct, and again in ‘Countdown,’ his theory 
of Provine's actions is correct.

Blake the Rebel 

Criticism has also been levelled at Blake for wanting to destroy 
the Federation without having any power structure to replace it 
with. True, he does not seem to have planned this far ahead 
(perhaps he felt himself he could not succeed in his lifetime?), 
but | think he would have approached some trustworthy official 
to form a caretaker government. At least he was not megalo- 
maniac enough to envisage himself as head of a new Federation, 
and he vehemently rejects Avon's scheme of using Star One to 
take control. Blake is pragmatic enough to realise he is 
sufficiently human to succumb [to the temptation of power]. 


Blake the Leader 

It is a leader's duty to be concerned for the overall welfare of 
his group as far as practicable. Blake moves heaven and earth 
for Cally in 'Seek-Locate-Destroy’ and Gan in ‘Breakdown,’ and 
even capitulates when Avon is tortured in ‘The Web.’ Can you 
see Blake spacing Vila? Orac would have gone out the airlock 
first. Do | hear you say then both of them would have died? 
Perhaps. | would still rather take my chances with Blake—he 
will protect your back, not aim at it! There is no doubt his orders 
are obeyed, even by Avon, whom he stares down beautifully at 
the end of ‘Redemption.’ He exudes an aura of power, which 
the natives in ‘Horizon’ react to instinctively: when he orders 
them to "Leave it!," they do, with alacrity. 


Granted, he does make tactical errors, but they are usually 
military ones; bear in mind he is an ordinary citizen with no 
formal military training to guide him: he has to learn by exper- 
ience. And he never displays any hesitation when rapping 
out orders on the flight deck in tight situations.

CLAYMATES annnounces BLAKE'S 7 action figures! 
ZOMET unveils a radio remote controlled LIBERATOR! 
MATTELICCA designs a BLAKE'S 7 Zen and Blakie doll set! 
TALLMARK offers two Christmas ornaments! 
BB'd C plans a special 20th aniversary special video! 
VEXATION creates a BLAKE'S 7 convention tour! 


All the above rumors have been confirmed as true. Yes, Virginia, BLAKE'S 7 is no fonger the Rodney Dangerfield of sci-fi. On 
its turning twenty next year, 1998, BLAKE'S 7 will be celebrated in many ways, some quite overdue. 


Venerable BB'd C, which has always enthusiastically supported BLAKE'S 7, has announced it will not only run all 52 episodes 
of BLAKE'S 7 on BB'd C 2.5, but it has arranged for various new merchandise to honor the 20th anniversary of its favorite sci-fi 
show. Of course, the reruns are not big news. since BLAKE'S 7 has almost continuously been repeated in Britain since its 
premiere Jan. 2, 1978. 


And because BB'd C has always done everything it could for B7, it is no shock to anyone that it will start this anniversary rerun 
with a one hour special called, BLAKE'S 20. In this special, all thirteen of the major cast members as well as seven other 
prominent people will be interviewed. In case the math confuses you, that's okay since BLAKE'S 7 never ever concerned 
seven people anyway. You get thirteen cast members by counting Zen, Orac, and Stave as one cast member, and Travis as 
two. The seven extra people are Terry Nation, Vere Lorrimer, Chris Boucher, Mat Irvine, I.Scout Quarries, Sheelagh Wells, 
and Janet Lees Price. If you wonder why the last two are included, you obviously haven't been reading the ubiquitous interviews 
that have crowded every major sci-fi magazine since B7's origin. Let's just say Wells did more than apply make-up, and Price's 
role was not limited to “dusting” the floor at the GP base. 


The special will be available in March 1998 in its unedited nine hour version (3 PAL tapes) for the low price of seventy-five 
pounds, which is the normal pricing policy of BB'd C Video, a subsiduary of We Screw U. (After all, BB'd C is the company 
that gave its viewers "Blake" as a Christmas present in 1981.) The video set will be available for two weeks and then removed 
forever from the stores, forcing fans to beg umpteenth generation dubbed copies from friends. 


While other convention organizers weren't looking, Vexation Can managed to monopolize the BLAKE'S 7 cast for a con 
series. Following their usual policy, Vexation doesn't allow “their” stars to appear at other cons during their 1998 con schedule. 
Fer specific con information (four in February in Scotland and four in December in New York), call 4-800-up-yours. 


The biggest news, though, is the special merchandising. BB'd C finally realized that many B7 fans were actually over the age 
of eleven and therefore had some ADULT type money (pounds-—not just gummy sticky pence) to spend. CLAYMATES 
decided there was no way it could make yet another Far Treked figure and welcomed the chance to do BLAKE'S 7 ones. Next 
month, ten action figures, each five inches high with seven teeny weeny easily tosable pieces of equipment, are available. 
These figures do not remotely look like the TV series heroes, so each comes with a collector card to remind you who these are 
supposed to be. These figures will come out again in a year, this time with slightly different costumes. It will, as usual, be 
hard to collect the entire set of ten, since for every fifty Blakes produced only one Avon doll will be done. 


ZOMET will produce a fifteen inch radio remote controlled LIBERATOR. This should be the big seller for adult men and 
young boys. The LIBERATOR's price is 100 pounds. It will fly approximately seven minutes before the batteries will need 
recharging, a process that takes forty-eight hours. Unfortunately, ZOMET plans to make just two hundred ships. 


MATTELICCA already has for sale its Zen and Blakie doll set, priced at 100 pounds, also. This is for the feminine fan. Blake 
is the typical thirteen inch doll. Zen is eight by eight, coming with battery operated flashing lights. It speaks ten phrases when 
its voice button is pressed. Blake comes dressed in basic brown Blake, but an additional five costumes are available for him 
and can be bought separately. (Did Blake really wear purple sequined tights in one show?) Zen's likeness is perfect. Blake 
fooks suspiciously like a generic “Ken” with a curly brown wig. And to you big girls' dismay, Blake is NOT anatomically 
correct. NOW we know why he never kissed Jenna. 


in the summer of $8, TALLMARK will introduce its two Christmas omaments, both with flashing lights and button activated 
voice messages. The three inch LIBERATOR has a flashing green tall, and the three inch SCORPIO has front windows that 
flicker. The voice message on the SCORPIO is Avon (supposedly Paul Darrow, but sounding like Darth Vader with a bad 
cold) saying, "Merry Christmas to you, from all of us on Gauda Prime.” Gunshots and sirens are heard in the background. 
The voice message on the LIBERATOR is Blake (supposedly Gareth Thomas, but sounding like Daffy Duck) singing, “When 
you wish upon Star One, your dreams come true." These will appear in selected stores June 1st, 1998, and sales are 
expected to be brisk, since only a limited number are being made. Price is fifty pounds apiece.
